was the raising of enormous trust fund 
for the purpose of fighting any minor factory 
that shall attempt, to manufacture glass and 
sell it without consulting the trust: This 


fund is to be raised by taking 6 per cent 


of all sales, which means if the trust fac- 
tories dispose of $20,000,000 worth of glass 
the first year the reserve fund will amount 
to $1,000,000. It is likely to be over this 
rather than under it. The manufacturers 
believe with this fund available they can 
control the entire output of the United 
States and be able to contribute largely for 
any legislation that may be desired in the 
interest of the trust. 

The new trust as completed is not the com- 
pact affair that was desired. It was found 
impossible to unite the Eastern and West- 
ern Associations except on last year’s basis. 
The two associations will remain. distinct, 
but all the product will be handled by sales 
agents who are under the same contract. 

The agent tor the Eastern Association will 
be located at Pittsourg, and the Western 
agent will be at Muncie. These agents will 
dispose of the glass to the jobbers at prices 
to be regulated by the Executive committee, 
on which the two associations have equal 
representation. This joint BPxecutive com- 
mittee will have plenary powers in fixing 
prices and enforcing penalties against fac- 
tories that violate the trust regulations. 
The chief crime is the disposal of product to 
any one except the sales agents. 

The reason preventing the two associa- 
tions amalgamating was the demand of the 
Eastern manufacturers that the Western 
men, mostly in this State, where they have 


the benefit of cheap natural gas, cut the 


price at which their product be received by 
the trust so as to equalize the cost of pro- 
duction in the two associations. The Indi- 
ana men refused to divide their profits on 
their practically free fuel, and it almost re- 
sulted fn smashing the trust. 

In the West there are factories at Elwood, 
Marion, Swayzee, Gas City, Pendleton, and 
Franklin which have gone ahead without 
the trust, but they are small affairs, and if 
they cannot be coerced into joining the trust 
their product will probably be bought up.

TAKES AN AIRSHIP TRIP TO HONOLULU 


John A. Heron of San Jose Adds a Chap- 
ter to Aerial Navigation 
Literature. 


San José, Cal., Dec. 1.—John A. Heron, an 
electrician, tells an airship story which is 
admitted to be the best to date. Heron is 
the patentee of an electric platinum speak- 
ing apparatus. He says he went to San 
Francisco last Thursday by appointment 
to see the inventor of the airship apparatus, 
whose name he says he is pledged to con- 
ceal. Heron adds: 

We went on horseback to a point on the 
sandy beach where theairship was. We got 
aboard, and rose very high. The height was 
registered by a meter on the ship. The in- 
ventor does not count distance by miles, but 
by degrees. We traveled westward, and be- 
fore daybreak we saw lights, which the in- 
ventor said were Honolulu lights. We then 
turned east, and at dusk on Saturday even- 
ing we finished our two-days’ cruise and 
landed near the starting point. 

“The airship rose by means of two pro- 
pellers. The movement was noiseless and 
swift. It can be stopped ar“ held station- 
ary in the air, and descends light as a feath- 
er, The motive power is neither steam nor

Matthews paidav isit yesterday attersoen 
to some friends living next door to Hoch- 
berger’s saloon. Later he met Michael 
Grady, whom he had known for some time. 
The men repaired to Hochberger’s place. 
They had several drinks together, Grady 
says, and when the final settlement came 
Matthews disputed the payment of 20 cents 
which Hochberger said was due him. The 
men exchanged, words, and finally came to 
blows. They struggled around the saloon, 
causing a great deal of commotion, and 
when near a window both combatants fell 
against it, breaking a pane of glass. 

At this time young Hochberger was a short 
distance from the saloon, and the noise at- 
tracted his attention. He ran into the place 
and begged the men to desist, but they per- 
sisted in their struggle. 

Young Alexander was ignorant of the 
cause of the trouble and ran into a rear 
room to summon his mother. 


Wife to the Rescue. 


Mrs. Hochberger rushed from the room 
with her '18-months-old. child in her arms 
and attempted to separate the combatants. 

Matthews turned and dealt her a blow in 
the face, it is.claimed, and she tottered back, 
almost falling with the infant. 

This enraged Alexander, and he began at- 
tacking Matthews, who struck the boy. 

The son's interference had given Hoch- 
berger an opportunity to gain his feet, and 
when Matthews again turned his attention 
to him the saloonkeeper was prepared for a 
fresh struggle. Again thé men clinched and 
struggied about the saloon, but young 
Alexander did not hinder Matthews, nor was 
he even in sight. As soon as he had been 
struck he ran from the saloon into his bed- 
om. 

Boy Appears with a Gun. 

In a few seconds he appeared with a shot- 
gun in his hands, The men were fighting 
near the window which they had at first 
fallen against. Hochberger, who is of rather 
a heavy build, was puffing furiously and 
fast showing the effects of his flerce strug- 
gle, while Matthews, an extremely muscular 
man, appeared to have ony started to fight.

Few people have ever thought of the 
Waverley novels as agencies of harm. Yet 
in Mark Twain's book On the Mississippi 
there is a strong statement of the evil 
wrought in the South by Scott: 

Then comes Sir Walter Scott with his enchant- 
ments. and by his single night checks this wave 
of progress and even turns it back: sets the world 
in love with dreams and phantoms; with decayed 
and swinish forms of religion; with ed and 
degraded systems of government: with silli- 
ness and emptiness, sham urs, sham gauds, 
and sham chivalries of a brainless and worthiess 
long-vanished society.

The history of the Manzoni Requiem is in- 


teresting. After the death of Rossini in 1868 
Verdi suggested a requiem be composed in 
his memory, the thirteen necessary parts to 
be composed by as many Italian composers. 
The requiem was written and sung, but 
lacked uniformity in form and character, 


and its initial reception doomed it to oblivion. 


Verdi's part, the Libera Me,“ was adimira- 
ble in its melodic quality, and in 1873 he in- 
corporated it in his requiem for Alessandro 
Manzoni, the poet. It is the only important 
composition Verdi ever attempted in the 
field of sacred music. 

It is purely dramatic in character. All the 
traditional forms of ecclesiastical music are 
defied. The substance is purely melodic in 
the operatic vein. The melodies are rich and 
Pleasing to the ear, but their nature is such 
that they evoke the mimic stage in the minds 
of listeners.. Thoughts remain in the mun- 


dane sphere and are not elevated to specu- 


‘lative contemplation of the hereafter’s mys- 
teries. In the scoring Verdi uses the de- 
vices of the opera orchestra, and these sound 

fied and irreverent in service of prac- 
tices and exhortation.

to speak the truth, with an eye single to nature, 
without any squint around the corner to be sure 
that the truth might not perhaps interfere some- 
where with the peculiar institution. With the de- 
parture of feudal ideas came the ability to see 
that lite as it is—the everyday existence of 
plain people—is the stuff of which literature is 
made. 

Ot all the Mteratures of history Prof. 
Matthews finds three that stand out above 
all the others—the Greek, the French, and 
the English. Under the term English he in- 
cludes American literature, reserying the 
term British to designate the other great 
branch. He reminds us that English liter- 
ature was one and undivided till the end of 
the eighteenth century—that one might al- 
most say there are men alive today who are 
as old as American literature is. ‘ But now at 
the end of the nineteenth century English 
literature has two chief divisions—British 
and American: and it bids fair in the twen- 
tleth century to have three more—Canadian, 
Australian, and Indian. 

The author is refreshingly frank in admit- 
ting that American literature is a slender 
rivulet compared with the Britishriver. He 
ascribes the fact partiy to the physical 
activity necessary in a new country, and 
partly to two ,wnfortunate failings—p 
vincialism and colonialism.” By provincial- 
ism he means “ the temper that ts ready to 
hail as a Swan of Avon any local gosiing 
who has taught himself to make an unnat- 
ural use of his own quills.“ By colonialism 
he means the attitude of looking humbly 
to the old country for guidance and for 
counsel even about our own affairs—the 
willingness to be second-hand.” 

These be brave and healthful words to 
come from under the shadow of the Anglo- 
maniac quarter of New York. 

“Never dare to be as funny as you can,” 
is the motto which Prof. Matthews pro- 
claims for all men in puBlic life. He holds 
up Ben, Franklin as a horrible example, in 
the essay on The Penalty of Humor.” 
And it is indeed a notable fact that though 
Franklin/ was on the committee that for- 
mulated the Declaration of Independence, 
and though he was acknowledged to be the 
most skillful publicist inal) the thirteen col- 
onies, he was yet not asked to write that 
historic document, but was made to stand 
aside for the obscure Jefferson. Prof. 
Matthews thinks the explanation lies in 
the fact that Franklin was a humorist: his 
colleagues were afraid that Franklin would 
have his joke.”’ 

One other passage we cannot forbear to 
quote, It is from the essay on Andrew Lang 
—one of the raciest in the book. 

And as for Mr. Howells, it is hard to say whether 
it is as a novelist or as a critic that he irritates 
Mr. Lang more. Mr. Howells once spoke of the 
critical essaylets which isaped monthly from the 
Editor's Study ’’ as —— shot into the air 
in the hope that they will come down somewhere 
and hurt somebody.“ Enough of them have hit 
Mr. Lang to make him look like St. Sebastian, if 
only. he had not plucked them out swiftly, one by 
one, and sent them hurtling back across the At- 
lantic. Fortunately, the injuries were not fatal 
on either side of the water. 

There are good humored analyses of the 
work of Cervantes, Zola, Kipling, Coppée, 
Warner, and others. His remark apropos 
of the fact that Charles Dudley Warner’s 
novels show a tendency toward the essay. 
form is especially happy: ‘“ Toa certain ex- 
tent the modern novel is the result of the 
marriage of the essay and the drama; and 
it is natural enough that the child should 
resemble now one of the parents and now 
the other.“ 


Fresh Literary Notes. 


The Youth’s Companion celebrates its seventy- 

first birthday with an 1897 calendar that will hold 
its place among the daintiest pieces of color work 
of the season. Its pretty maidens are decked out 
in a delicate array of twelve colors, and the whole 
is an ornameht entirely in keeping with the dig- 
nity and worth of the paper it accompanies as a 
subscription gift. ‘ 
Walter Blackburn Harte’s Lotus of Kansas 
City has taken to drawing on Evanston for in- 
spiration. The last number contains a clever bit 
of summer resort romance from the pen of Charles 
Fletcher Scott, called Fair Play Turned About. 
By the way, the front cover poster design of the 
current Lotus is as striking a piece of black and 
white as has appeared in a long time. 

A great-granddaughter of Fielding is editing his 
novel, Tom Jones. The idea is tc make it, in 
the words of the sub-title, ft for family read- 
ing. In a preface the editor alludes to Fielding’s 
great place as the creator of the English novel. 
What has happened as a result of the revision is 
this—that Molly has practically disappeared from 
the pages of the novel. Even then Tom Jones 
is a very long story. 

More than ten years ago there appeared a story 
entitled The Three Homes,“ which attracted a 
good deal of attention. The writer used the un- 
known signature F. T. L. Hope, and it ap- 
pears now that behind it was Dean Farrar. This 
comes out in connection with a new edition of the 
book. This is the one bodk, and almost the only 
piece of writing during a literary life of more than 
forty years, to which Dr. Farrar has not attached 
his name. 

A number of unpublished letters of Flaubert will 
see the light before long. They are addressed toa 
middle-aged spinster, Mile. de Chantepin, who 
consulted her correspondent on the subject of her 
religious difficulties. The letters will be found to 
show the author of Madame Bovary ” under 
quite a new aspect. Their importance in every 
way is considerable and their issue cannot fail 
to arouse the utmost interest. Letters to the same 
lady from Michelet and Georges Sand are also 
promised.

PROJECTILES WITH FROZEX CHARGE 


Two New Patents for Which Great 
Things Are Claimed. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 1.—[Speclal. 
Two patents were issued at the Interior De- 
partment today which it is claimed will 
practically revolutionize the use of ex- 
28 projectiles and the method of firing 
them. 

In these cases the method of firing the ex- 
plosive consists in charging a shell with 
dynamite that has been rendered less ex- 
plosive by cold and reducing the temperature 
of the explosive charge to a degree at which 
it may be fired from a gun without danger of 
premature . ö 

Another claim made for this projectile con- 
sists in freezing a high explosive, subject to 
explosion by concussion, and while the ex- 
plosive is frozen firing it from the gun and 
effecting the explosion. A conical shaped 
projectile is charged with dynamite, which 
has been reduced to a temperature sufficient- 
ly low to render it practically non-explosive 
when fired from a gun. 

These projectiles have attracted a great 
deal of attention among ordnance officers 
and the inventor elaims that he has per- 
fected a method by which all guns charged 
with these high explosives can be even more 
deadly than they are at present. These 
patents have been pending only three weeks

TESLA TELLS OF I RAY EXPERIMENTS. 


Deprecates the Attempts to Make the 
Blind See, Deeming It to Be 5 
Impossible. 


New York, Dec. 1.— The Electrical Review 
will publish tomorrow an exhaustive com- 
munication from Nikola Tesla on his latest 
experiment with the X ray, which the editor 
characterizes as conveying a wealth of sug- 
gestions and most important and timely in- 
formation, 

Tesla states that the sunburn effects noted 
by so many experimenters are net due di- 
rectly to the rays or Roentgen streams, but 
to the osone generated by the rays in con- 
tact with the skin. He says: 

“ Nitrous acid may also be responsible to 
a small extent. The ozone, when abundant- 
ly produced, attacks the skin and many 
organic substances most energetically, the 
action being no doubt heightened by the 
heat and moisture of the skin.“ 

The inventor, in referring to the recently 
widely heralded experiment for making the 
blind gee by means of the Roentgen rays, re- 
gretfully remarks: 

Is it not eruel to raise such hopes when 
there is so little ground for it? For, first 
of all, the rays are not demonstrated to 
be transverse vibrations. If they were, we 
would have to find means for refracting / 
them to make ible the projection of a 
sufficiently small image upon the retina. 
As it is, only a shadow of a very ob- 
ject can be projected. What possible good 
can result from the application of these rays 
to such ? I cannot confirm some 
of the experiments reported. For instance, 
when a hand is put before the closed eyes 
it is easy to distinguish the shadow, much 
the same as before the light of a candle; but 
when the tube ie inclosed, and all light from 
the same excluded, I fail to get such an im- 
pression, The latter is, therefore, chiefly 
due to ordinary light.” 

Tesla points out a possible and strikingly 
unique method of manufacturing fertilisers 
by electricity in the following interesting 
language: 

«With currents produced by perfected 
electrical oscillators, such as were described 
in one of your recent issues, the production 
of the ozone is so abundant thet it Is suffi- 
cient to merely turn on the current for u few 
seconds and ozonize strongly the atmosphere 
of a large hall. These currents are also ca- 
pable of bringing about chemical combina- 
tions, of which the chief is that of the nitro- 
gen with the oxygen of the atmosphere, 
and an immense possibility, which t have 
been following up for a long time, is opened 
up—namely: The combination of the nitrogen 
of the atmosphere on an industrial scale by 
practically no other means than mechanical 
power.“ 

The inventor concludes his contribution 
with the following account of his method of 
making X ray impresses, whith will be of 
practical value to physicians and experi- 
menters the world over: 

The Roentgen screen is first applied to the 
body to be investigated, the pressure at the 
terminals of the tube being very much re- 
duced, The pressure is then slowly and 
gradually raised. It will be presently ob- 
served that, at a certain pressure, the shad- 
ow of the object examined is clearest. But 
as the vacuum is increasing the pressure 
generally rises, and the image gets blurred 
in spite of the screen getting much brighter. 
Just as soon As the clear- 
ness is slightly diminished the 
experimenter should for a few moments re- 
verse the current, lowering the vacuum In 
this manner. The current being again given 
the direction it had at first—namely, that 
which causes a slow and steady increase of 
the vacuum—the shadow gets again clear, 
and by such easy manipulation the best re- 
sult may be secured. An additional advan- 
tage, however, is gained, because the fre- 
quent reversals produce a brighter phos- 
phorescence of the screen. 

When taking a photograph the bulb should 
be watched through the screen and the 
switches manipulated in the above manner. 


METEOR PLUNGES INTO THE SEA. 


Crew on the Wilkommen See a Novel 
Sight En Route. 

New York, Dec. 1.—[Special.]—If Chicago 
housewives some: time in: the: future should 
get sugar from their grocers which tastes 
like coal oil they may know it is an importa- 
tion of German beet suganwhich arrived to- 
day on the tank steamer Wilkommen. This 
is the first experiment in the pringing of 
sugar to this port in oll tanks, and on the 
condition of the sugar when unigaded will 
depend future shipmentg. 

The Willkommen had a stormy passage, 
and one unusual experience with a huge 
meteor which shortly after midnight Nov. 
17 shot across the sky from the southeast 
to northwest, and plunged hissing into the 
sea some distance ahead of the vessel. 

Almost immediately afterwards a huge sea 
like a tidal wave broke over the steamer’s 
bow and swept aft, luckily doing only light 
damage.

DATE OF TANNER’S INAUGURATION. 


Probably on Thursday, Jan. 7, or on 
the Following Tuesday. 

The indications are that Gov.-elect Tanner 
will be inaugurated either on Thursday, Jan.

He will go down to his home in Clay County 
in the course of a couple of weeks and pre- 
pare an inaugural address.

flowing four to eight miles an hour, with a 
thick covering of floating ice, logs, and 
lumber, has been a wild but beautiful scene 
to look at for the last four days. Never be- 
fore in the history of the oldest inhabitants 
has there been such a flood experienced at 
this time of the year. 

The heavy rain and snowfall in the North- 
ern Wisconsin pineries has caused the Chip- 
pewa and its tributaries to swell and cover 
all the low lands in the valley. The water 
has been steadily rising one and a half inches 
for the last thirty-six hours. At present 
the river is fifteen feet above low water 
mark and rapidly rising. 

At 4 o’clock this morning the river became 
clogged six miles below town, and the im- 
mense body of back water has caused it to 
overflow lower River street and partly fill 
the cellars lying along the shore. Property- 
owners noticed the rapidly rising wafer t 
morning and removed their goods from 
their cellars, thereby preventing many 


dollars’ worth of damage. 
Seventy-five thousand feet of cribved lum- 


ber and many million feet of logs have 
passed. 

Five families, twenty-five persons, living 
on Gilmore’s flats, a few miles below here, 
woke up early Sunday morning to find the 
water rapidly pouring in. They waded 
through water three feet deep to the rall- 
road track, where they remained until morn- 
ing with the mercury down to two below 
zero. They were rescued by a party of rail- 
road men and brought to this city. Their 
stock refused to be driven from the barns 
and were frozen in. 

Tonight the river is clogged at this place, 
and the oldest river men say the jam will 
not give away, as more pressure tends to 
strengthen it at Chippewa Falls. Above 
Dells there is a big jam, and if it should 
burst this lower country would be ruined. 

The water has covered many miles of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul track, and 
this city is cut off from outside points by 
rail today. Four days of accumulated mail 
came by wagon from Eau Claire. The dan- 
ger mark is not passed, and the only hope is 
for a continuance of zero weather. 


COMPELLED TO TRAVEL BY STAGES. 


Traffic by Rail Between Wausau and 
Merrill Suspended. 

Wausau, Wis., Dec. 1.—[Special.]}—All traf- 
fic on the St. Paul railroad betWeen this city 
and Merrill has been indefinitely suspended, 
owing to the water and ice that covers the 
track at heights for a distance of nearly a 
mile. 

The old mode of traveling by stages com- 
menced today, and to some of the oldest res- 
idents it seemed like the days of 1865. Never 
since the first day that the foot of white man 
trod these sections has an occurrence of this 
kind happened in the Wisconsin River at the 
same place, due to the heavy fall of snow, 
succeeded by freezing weather, and in turn 
followed. by the warm rain of last Thursday 
and the succeeding cold. 

By the unprecedented rise in the river the 
ice already formed was broken up and swept 
along until it found a lodging place, and then 
each succeeding floe but added to the 
strength of the natural dam, which was 
further strengthened by the freezing to- 
gether of these stray pieces of ice. 

A jam formed near the McLeary bridge 
and backed the water up so that traveF 
across the lowlands was for a couple of 
days suspended. When this jam gave way 
a great deal of firewood which had been cut 
up and put in piles during the summer 
months was carried away. 

Most of this wood belonged to men em- 
ployed in the mills and factories here, and 
had been cut up by them during the slack 
times in the summer so as to heip lighten 
their expenses this winter. 


GENERAL SCARE AT EAU CLAIRE. 


Falling of the Chippewa River In- 
creases the Alarm. 

Eau Claire, Wis., Dec. 1.—(Special.]}—There 
is no flood here and the Chippewa is y 
falling, but this only increases the alarm, 
because it indicates the water is accumu- 
lating at Chippewa Falls and elsewhere 
above. 

The ice pack at Badger Mills, half-way 
between Eau Claire and Chippewa, is piling 
higher, and everything seems to indicate 
that the river is choking up more and more. 

Fifteen families along the river in this city 
began moving out last night. 

At Porterville, three miles below thie city, 
families which have moved out of their 
houses on the flats, fifty persone in all, are 
sleeping in the school-house and the church 
and at their neighbors’ houses. 

There is a general scare here and in 
this vicinity, though nothing serious can 
bappen here fot two or three days under 
present conditions, .

INVESTIGATION OF THE RAINES LAW. 


Police Commissioner Roosevelt ot New 
York Tells of His Experience 
with the Measure. 


New York, Dec. 1.—Chief of Police Conlin 
was questioned today by the Senate special 
committee, now in session here, pursuing an 
inquiry into cperations of the Raines ex- 
cise law. He was not ready to concede that 
the law had accomplished all that its friends 


Sad expected that it would effect in regu- 


lating the liquor traffic, but he said that in 
many ways its provisions had been found to 
operate beneficially. The Chief was asked 
if, in his opinion, liquor can be obtained at 
more places on Sundays under the present 
law than under the old. The Chief at first 
declined to express an opinion, and then 
said: 

* Judging from the number of arrests for 
the excise violations and selling without a 
license I should say that there were fewer 
places where drinks could be had on Sun- 
day.“ 

Father Doyle, pastor of the Church of the 
Paulist Fathers and prominent in Roman 
Catholic temperance work, was next exam- 
ined. He said: 

“It is my firm conviction, that Sunday 
drunkenness has increased very much un- 
der the new law.“ 

Theodore Roosevelt, President af the 
Board of Police Commissioners, went into 
a long recital of the violations, arrests, and 
alleged discrimination against quo: dealers 
mot affiliated with Tammany Hall. The ap- 
parent immunity now enjoyed by excise vio- 
lators he attributed largely to defects in the 
law, but more especially to the action of 
juries, which seemed reluctant to convict 
alleged offenders. 

Here the Commissioner read off a num- 
ber of arrests made by the police and which 
arrests were afterwards nullified by the ac- 
tion of the police magistrates. 

The Commissioner said that the bonds be- 
tween the police and the saloonkeeper had 
been broken and has reduced political cor- 
ruption toa minimum. The benefit of these 
things, he declared, could not be over- 
estimated. 

Having spoken freely in criticism of the 
new law, I feel that I ought to say this: I 
would rather have the new law with its 
many defects than the old law. 

I would further suggest that there ought 
to be a law discriminating between the man 
who goes to a bar and takes his drink on 
Sunday and the man who goes to a family 
resort with his wife and children and makes 
the oocasion a holiday or an outing. I say 
this, although realizing how difficult it 
might be to frame such a measure.“ 


ROOSEVELT PREFERS HIS PRESENT JOB 


Naval Portfolio Has No Charms for the 
Police Commissioner—Regards the 
Suggestion as a Joke. 


New York, Dec. 1.—[{Special.]}—Police Com- 
missioner Roosevelt divided his time today 
between testifying before the Senatorial 
committee on weak points in the Rainés 
liquor law and parrying congratulations on 
his alleged sure thing appointment as 
Secretary of the Navy, a story. he regards 
as a joke on him.

Woman Gives Her Version—What 
the Accused Say, . 


ment amounting to more than 2 per cent of 
the valuation of the property of the town 
over and ve the amount assessed for the 
payment of the bonded indebtedness of the 
town and interest thereon. Theinformation 
filed further avers that this specific act was 
committed May 23, 1896. The penalty for 
the breach of the law alleged is a fine of not 
less than $1,000 nor more than 810, 000. 

The information specifically states that 
the tax assessment levied on the day named 
amounted te $150,000, while the property val- 
uation on which the levy was based was 
$5,398,653 and no more. 

The information was taken into court by 
Attorneys D. C. Gregg and W. A. Bowles 
and presented to Judge Carter, and he Was 
asked to give permission for filing it. This 
Judge Carter refused to do, directing those 
having the matter in charge to present the 
evidence before the grand jury. This will 
probably be done today and indictments 
asked. 

What the Men Have to Say. 

“I suppose we have done this thing that 
is charged against us,” said W. F. Gua- 
thorp. The affairs of the town have never 
been so economically administered as of 
late. Still, we have not had money suffi- 
cient to meet the necessary expenses of the 
town government. I suppose we nave levied 
more than 2 per cent of taxes, and all I 
have to say in defense of our action is the 
town could not do without the money and 
that such an assessment has been customary 
by all the boards of the town for the last 
fifteen years. 

“This suit was not entirely unexpected. 
There are discontented spirits in the town, 
whose names I do not care to give, who have 
had it in for us for some time for other 
reasons, I have no comment to make on 
the proceeding except that it originated in 
pure cussedness.”’ 

S. D. Attridge, another of the defendant 
trdstees, was asked for an explanation of 
the prosecution, but said he did not know 
much about it. He admitted, however, the 
board had levied an illegal amount of taxes, 
and justified it on the ground that it was 
customary. 

Woman's Explanation. 

A business woman who resides in Oak 
Park gave another explanation of the mat- 
ter. She said: 

“Do you know James J. McCarthy? He 
is at the bottom of this business. He is the 
man who got George E. Swinscoe elected 
Town Treasurer. Now Swinscoe is in 
trouble. The trustees have just ordered 
their attorney to begin a suit against him 
for the interest on the town funds, which it 
is charged amount to $46,000 a year.

WEST TOWN BOARD WANTS VARLEY. 


Ex-Deputy Agsessor Is Missing and $33 
Salary Is Due Him. 

The meeting of the West Town Board yes- 
terday developed the fact that John 8. Var- 
ley, an ex-deputy assessor, is missing. The 
strange part of it is Varley apparently 
turned up missing with a balance of salary 
due him, and all attempts to dis.over him 
or any other claimant of the $33, now long 
overdue, have proved unavalling. 

According to the testimony of Town Clerk 
Barry Varley performed the duties several 
months ago and then quietly dropped out 
of sight without waiting to collect pay for 
his services. Some of the board members 
declared it beyond belief that any maa 
would perform such arduous duties without 
remuneration. 

It was unanimously voted not to audit the 
bill, and action was deferred until such 
time as Mr. Varley should present himself 
and prove claim to the money alleged to be 


due. 

Justice Blume sugested that a memorial 
of Mr. Varley be framed and hung on the 
walls of the board rooms, but the suggestion 
was ruled out of order. 

It was whispered that it was just possible 
the name might have been used by some poli- 
ticlan as a nom de plume under which to 
draw salary, and that the failure to draw 
the small balance was simply a matter of 
oversight. 

All the members were present except Jus- 
tices Dooley and Severson. All bills present- 
ed for audit were backed by proper affidavits, 
and all were passed upon favorably except 
the Varley bill. Clerk Barry asked author- 
ity to draw $1,200 back salary. He was 
given permission to draw $500.

| metalism. Of course Bryan and the other 


free silverites will do all in their power to 
thwart the plans of the Republicans, but 
the latter will not be discouraged by that. 


BRYAN ON THE LATE ELECTION. 

Bryan asserts in an article in this month’s 
North American Review that the Issue on 
which the late election turned was “ the 
greatest issue ever submitted to the Amer- 
ican people in time of peace.” That is true. 

The issue was whether those Americans 
who had in their hands the property of 
others—Americans or aliens, citizens of the 
same States with themselves or citizens of 
other States—should be allowed to retain 
half the property thus held by them and call 
the accounts square. 

The voters were called on to decide wheth- 
er-they were in favor of doing that through 
| the instrumentality of the General Govern- 
ment, it authorizing every man, citizen or 
foreigner, who had three-quarters of an 
ounce of silver, worth 60 cents, to have it 
coined into a legal tender dollar, which a 
creditor would be obliged to take as if it 
were a gold dollar or an ounce and a half of 
silver. 

The issue was not only one of the greatest 
importance, but it never before had been 
submitted to the people as it was in 1890. 
Greenbackers and Populists ha ve advocated 
dishonest monetary schemes, but those 
parties were not strong enough to be dan- 
gerous. This year, for the first time in this 
or any other country, a great and previously 
respectable political organization came for- 
ward as the champion of a swindling scheme 
which called on the government to coip- 
erate in the violation of every existing con- 
tract. 

Bryan states also that— 

The declaration of the Chicago convention in 
favor of the free coinage of silver forced upon 
the people of this country a study of the money 
‘question in general: and within the last four 
months mote people have been simultaneously 
engaged in its consideration than ever before in 
the history of the world. 

This statement is true. The people stud- 
ied the money question as never before be- 
cause on no previous occasion had such an 
extraordinary monetary proposition been 
submitted to them. 

They were asked to consent to the free 
coinage of silver on the assumption that 
three-quarters of an ounce of that metal 
are worth as much as an ounce and a half 
When Congress so asserts. For that is 
what free coinage at the ratio of 16 to 1 
amounts to. 

The pedple were asked to consent to the 
unlimited manufacture of 50-cent dollars, 
which creditors were to be compelled to 
take as if they weré 100-cent dollars. It 
is no wonder that the people, having studied 
these amazing propositions closely, refused 
to give their assent. 

Bryan admits that his party was whipped, 
but he declares that the result of the elec- 
tion is “temporary defeat, but permanent 
gain, for the cause of bimetallism.“ Much 
depends on what he calls bimetallism. In 
1872 the Democrats understood by bimet- 
allism the equal intrinsic and exchangea- 
ble value of the dollar unit of coinage of 


must be the same. That is what Hamilton, 
Jefferson, and Jackson understood by bi- 
meta llism. 

If that is what Bryan means by bimetal- 
lism— the concurrent circulation of the two 
metals—then bimetallism did not meet with 
a temporary defeat this year. It won a 
victory which will be as lasting as the hon- 
esty of the American peopie. 

If by bimetallism Bryan means the free 
coinage Of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1, when 
the commercial! ratio is 32 to 1—which would 
result in silver monometallism—then his 
kind of bimetallism met with a permanent 
defeat instead of a temporary defeat. 

However Bryan may define bimetallism, 
the verdict of last month is as unalterable 
as the laws of the Medes and Persians. It 
will be ratified and confirmed at subsequent 
elections, but never will be weakened. 

Bryan asserts it is a “ significant fact“ 
that the silver sentiment was strongest 

“ where the question had been longest con- 
sidered—that is to say, in the West and 
South.“ That is, where there were the most 
scamps and fools there were the most free 
silverites. 

When he speaks of “ the West ” he speaks 
loosely. The Middle West took no stock 
in him. He carried some Western mining 
camps, and the two States of Kansas and 
Nebraska. He got them because of the 
number of people in the semi-arid regions 
who could not repay the money they had 
borrowed to take up land with, because 
there was not enough rain to enable them to 
raise crops. 

For this parsimony of nature the denizens 
of the back country in Kansas and Ne 
braska hold the men who had loaned them 
money responsible, and cast about to find 
some way to defraud them. These men in- 
fected others in sections where there was 
rain and where the crops were good. 

The mining camps were for Bryan be- 
cause it was believed there that free coin- 
age would make silver bullion worth five or 
ten cents more an ounce for quite a time 
without adding anything to the cost of pro- 
duction. That would put millions in the 
pockets of the mine-owners. They knew 
free coinage would inflict untold injury on 
others, but that did not disturb them. 

The South went for Bryan and free silver 
partly because the colored vote was sup- 
pressed and partly because there, as in the

In comparison with this style of game, 
which was real football, the game as now 
played is one of pushing, not rushing, and 
the attention of the Captain and coachers 
is wholly given to interference at the ex- 
pense of nearly every other point in the 
game. It is this system of interference,” 
the writer truthfully says, “ that has made 
the game the rough, dangerous game of to- 
day.” He concludes: 

No game of today could be more enjoyable than 
the old one, particularily to the spectator, for whom 
the intricacies of close interference are usually 


too much to be fathomed, and who would rather 
see a kick, or a long run, than a two-yard gain 


through the center. 
It is nonsense to say that interference is an ab- 


solutely necessary part of the game of football. 
No one today dares to try for the teams unless 
he happens to be a giant or « star player. and it is 
my firm conviction that this feature of the game 
must be eliminated or greatly changed before the 
game can recover the confidence of parents and 
the college authorities and its general popularity 
as the foremost American sport. 

Interference is the offensive feature of 
football as it is played today, and the one 
which has degraded it to the level of the 
prize fight, which is interference of an- 
other kind, though the temptation in foot- 
ball is to- make this interference of the 
same kind as that in the prize ring and make 
slug ball out of football. There are eleven 
players on each side. They are selected as 
a rule from the giants of the class, because 
no others dare to venture upon these con- 
tests, hence there are no general class plays 
as there used to be in the old times. One of 
these giants interferes with another, and 
the weaker goes down and is hurt or both 
lose their tempers and then there is slug- 
ging, which no umpire can see in the mélée, 
much less regulate; or, one ton of humanity 
interferes with one-eleventh of a ton, downs 
him, ‘piles itself on him, and before he can 
emerge from the heap breaks a leg or an 
arm, dislocates a hip or a shoulder, smashes 
his face, twists his ribs, and so stamps, 
kicks, pushes, and jams him that the sense- 
less one-eleventh has to be carried off on a 
shutter to be attended to by surgeons, who 
are professionally employed for every game 
to take caré of the results of interference. 

The interference which is now needed is 
the interference of the law to such an ex- 
tent that the game may be brought back to 
its old standard and again become football 
and not slug ball. If slug ball must be 
played, then let it be played by prize fight- 
ers and not by gentlemen. In Alabama 
and Missouri bills will be introduced to reg- 
ulate the game and strip it of its offensive 
features. Such bills should be introduced 
in every State Legislature this winter. It 
is useless to expect that college authorities 
will do any ‘thing. They are too cowardly. 
But the public and the press and Legisla- 
tures should work together in this impor 
tant matter, both in removing brutality and 
in educating society, and especially young 
women, up to the point were disgusting 
brutality, slugging, and mud-wailowing are 
not considered. as reputable. Gov. Mat- 
thews of Indiana is right when he says: “I 
believe it is a most brutal sport, and I am 
not sure but that it is a matter demanding 
legal restraint. Just what could be done 
about it I don't know, but certain limita- 
tions ought to be put upon the game as at 
present played.” The Governor is right. 
It should be done not alone in the interests 
of the players themselves but in the inter- 
ests of what is called good socicty to pre- 
vent it from being brutalized. 


BRYAN’S MISPLACED CONFIDENCE. 

In an article in the North American Re- 
view for December Mr. Bryan declares 
that the advocates. ofsilver are confident 
of victory four years hence.“ Regarded 
merely as an ——— of hope, this is 
not remarkable. Hope is known to 
“spring eternal,“ even under the most 
discouraging circumstances. A similar ex- 
hibition of this eternal springiness was 
given by the “advocates of silver just 
before election, and their “ confidence of 
victory“ then was a flattering tribute to 
the persuasive qualities of hope. Nor are 
the “advocates of silver” alone in this 
experience. Hope has been a conspicuous 
factor among Prohibitienists, Populists, and 
other political sects, and at different times 
has inspired a confidence of carrying an 
election, a confidence, of course, Which was 
pathetically misplaced. 

But Mr. Bryan says that the particular 
confidence of himself and friends “ is con- 
firmed by the history of recent elections,” 
and he continues in explanation: 


Mr. Greeley was defeated in 1872, and yet Mr. 
Tilden was elected in 1876. Mr. Blaine was de- 
feated in 1884, but Mr. Harrison was elected in 
1888. The Republican victory’ of 1888 was fol- 
lowed by the Democratic victory of 1890 and the 
election of President Cleveland two years later. 


Mr. Bryan fails hopelessly in his illustra- 
tion to establish any parallel. Mr. Greeley 
was supported by Democrats in 1872 ona 
high protection platform, but the battle 
cry for Tilden in 1876 was “ Tariff Re- 
form,” and the party in that year would 
not have dreamed of advocating a high 
tariff man like Greeley. It is not true, 
moreover, that Mr. Tilden was really 
elected President in that contest, as some 
Democrats assert. A dispute arose that 
year which ended in the formal decision 
that Mr. Hayes had received a majority 
of the Electoral votes, and Mr. Hayes was 
duly inaugurated and served for four years. 
It has been said, it is true, that the friends 
of Mr. Tilden tried to suppress the colored 
vote in Florida, South Carolina, and 
Louisiana, and that if they had been sus- 
cessful Mr. Tilden’s election would lia ve 
been assured, for he received a majority of 
the white votes. But the attempt, if one 
was made, did not succeed and Mr. Hayes 
was made President. 

To continue with Mr. Bryan's infelicitous 
comparison to the effect that although Mr. 
Blaine was defeated in 1884 Mr. Harrison 
was elected in 1888, the obvious inference 
to be drawn is that since Bryan was de- 
feated in 1896 some other fellow will be 
elected in 1900, But Blaine was beaten, 
as every one knows, by Tammany frauds 
in New York and the suppression of the 
negro vote in the South. 

Mr. Bryan finds hope again in the clec- 
tion of Mr. Cleveland in 1892 and Demo- 
cratic suceess in 1890 after a Republican 
victory in 1888. The Democratic victory 
of 1802 was scored because the money

CONGRESS MUST WATCH THE TRUSTS. 

It is reported from Indianapolis that the 
representatives of the window glass fac- 
tories of the East and West are preparing 
to organize a new trust in place of the old 
association, which has expired. It is de- 
clared that $20,000,000 is represented in the 
proposed “ combine,” and that “ on account 
of the long shut-down total available stocks 
have decreased until less than 25,000 boxes 
are in sight, and the increasing orders have 
piled up until it is felt there will be a great 
revival inthe business“ 

But,“ continues the report, prices will 
not be reduced.” 

Certainly not. On the contrary prices 
will be raised. 

“A united effort,” the report adds, will 
be made to secure a 15 per cent increase in 
the tariff prices.” And this is the inevita- 
ble forerunner of the inevitable raise in 


prices. 


When a trust goes to Congress to ask for 
an increase in the tariff on the products of 
that trust everybody now knows what it 
means. It is seeking an opportunity to ex- 
tort more money from the people. When 
prices are already fairly well up to the tariff 
level the trust cannot risk boosting them up 
any higher for fear that foreign goods will 
flow in. To make it impossible, therefore, 
for water to pour over the crest of the dam 
the first necessity is to raise the dam; in 
other words, to raise the tariff and then 
prices can go up in the same proportion. 

This attitude of the trusts in reference to 
the tariff is a subject which should eygage 
the serious attention of Congressmen, es- 
pecially those of the Middle West. When 
the Fifty-fifth Congress meets and begins 
its work on the revision of the tariff one of 
its objects will be to obtain more revenue for 
the Nation. But this object will be defeat- 
ed if at the solicitation of the trusts duties 
are put wp so high as practically to prohibit 
importations, and thus shut off the revenue. 
Another object sought in the revision of the 
tariff is to give more protection where it is 
needed to defend the American working- 
men's wage scale, but no more protection 
should be granted merely to enable trusts 
to make more money. 

The glass trust is hoping the tariff will be 
raised, not to add to the revenues of the 
Nation nor to add to the wages of its em- 
ployés, but to add to its own revenues. That 
course was taken by the last Congress in 
the case of the sugar trust, and it must not 
be repeated. We hare had enough of 
it. When Congress gets down to the 
tariff business, therefore, it must keep 
a watchful eye on.the trusts and be careful 
how it pays heed to these trust representa- 
tives, They will say undoubtedly, as they 
have in the past, that they desire more pro- 
tection simply in order to pay higher wages. 
That statement must be taken with many 
reservations. Whenever it appears that in 
any branch of trade a trust exists that con- 
trols the home market Congress can be rea- 
sonably sure that all that trust wants when 
it seeks an increase in tariff is to add to its 
own dividends and not to the wages of its 


employés. 


AN EXTRAVAGANT REFORMER. 

The Rev. Dr. Parkhurst of New York un- 
doubtedly is a man of good intentions, but 
his gded intentions are so distorted by wild 
extravagance of statement and fierce de- 
nunciations of those who do not believe as 
he does that they lead him directly away 
from the very reforms he wishes to accom- 
plish and provoke the comment that if all 
pulpiteers were of his sensational stamp 
there would be nothing left of society if 
they could have their way. Dr. Park- 
hurst’s Thanksgiving sermon is an illustra- 
tion of this general fact. In commenting 
upon the reforms needed in society he said: 

If a lady buys an article marvelously cheap she 
knows that some poor girl in some sickly back 
alley has been half paid for her work. She does 
not kill the girl outright, but she helps to kill her 


by inches. 
In another part of his sermou he char- 


acterizes the women who haunt the bar- 
gain counters as bloodsuckers and mur- 
deresses, all of which, is the wildest and 
most sensational kind of rubbish, The 
New York Sun pithily remarks that.Park- 
hurst’s idea must be that the lady had 
better kill the girl offhand by not buying 
at all. The subject is one, however, which 
deserves more detailed comment because 
other reformers may have the same idea or 
may take their cue from Dr. Parkhurst. 

The doctor’s characterization of women 
as murderesses who go into the open mar- 
ket and buy the goods best suited to their 
purses is simply wild extravagance un- 
worthy of a man of presumably good judg- 
ment, and indicates that much reforming 
has turned his head. Would he have 
women refrain from purchasing cheap 
goods at all? Then where would the work 
now had by these girls come from? Grant 
that they are not paid as much as they 
should have, they would have no pay at 
all if there were no market for their prod- 
ucts. Would he have women turn aside 
from the bargain counters and cheap goods 
and go to the higher price counters for 
dear goods? How would that help those 
for whose interests Dr. Parkhurst is so 
solicitous? How is he going to arrange 
not merely that well-to-do women who can 
afford the dearer goods shall refrain from 
buying them so as to bring a pressure to 
bear upon employers, forcing them to pay 
better wages; but how is he going to 
prevent poor women who cannot buy high- 
priced goods from buying the goods that 
are within their reach, for be must re- 
member the crowd which goes to the bar- 
gain counter is not wealthy. How are the 
Intter to have any goods at all? Even if 
Dr. Parkhurst could arrange all this, even 
if wealthy women would agree to pay more 
for sweatshop goods so that the girls who 
make them could get better wages, how 
would he be sure they would get better 
wages and that middlemen would not ab- 
sorb the small increase in prices? 

In a word, what practical plan has Dr. 
Parkhurst to offer which will secure better 
remuneration for those in whose interests 
he is ostensibly working? He ought to 
have some working scheme before he makes 
such a wholesale onslaught upon society, 
‘and not merely offer a crude plan by which 


twelve for 50 cents, and twenty-five for 
a dollar. The measure came up unexpect- 
edly and a motion to suspend the rules to 
consider it was carried, 52 to 12. 

Then the friends of the corporations ral- 
lied and began to assail the ordinance 
vigorously. One Alderman announced that 
if the fares were cut down, thus benefiting 
every workingman and workingwoman in 
Chicago, the wages of the street car em- 
ployés would be cut down. 

The street railway magnates have told 
him that there would be no reduction in 
‘wages, however. The companies would 
not try an experiment which they. might 
conclude would be a costly one. A redue- 
tion of fares would simply cut down the 
excessive profits of the companies in case 
the net revenues were lowered. 

But there is no reason to believe they 
would be. Cheaper rates would mean more 
travel. The man who paid a dollar for 
twenty-five rides would use the cars oft- 
ener than if he got only twenty rides for 
a dollar. When a company sells tickets 
it not only gets the money in advance, but 
it is the gainer by reason of the lost and 
unusued tickets. 

There is no good reason why the com- 
panies should not voluntarily sell tickets 
as some of them used to in past years, 
They should do so because they can trans- 
port passengers so much more cheaply now 
they have substituted steam and electricity 
for horse-power. The people, whose streets 
the companies use rent free, should have a 
part of that saving in the cost of trans- 
portation. 

One Alderman stated Monday night that 
he was unwilling to take action without a 
“legal opinion.“ More than six months 
ago the Council asked the Corporation 
Counsel for an opinion as to the power of 
the Council to regulate fares. He has not 
yet complied with the request of that body. 
But other lawyers and Judges have held 
that the Council has the power. Au Aider- 
man who says he will not vote for lower 
fares without a legal opinion may be 
set down as against lower fares. 

After considerable discussion, in which 
Aldermen who about election time call 
themselves friends of the toilers” had 
sneered at this ordinance as one of those 
reform measures meant to put somebody 
on record,” it was postponed until next 
Monday. The vote was: Yeas, 38; nays, 
26. The friends of the railroads were in 
the majority. 

Between now and Mende they will 
receive instructions from the corporations. 


They will doubtless be told to have the 


ordinance referred to a committee, where 
it can sleep along with other ordinances 
of the same nature which have been in- 
troduced during the year. 

The companies do not dare to allow Ald. 
Gallagher's ordinance to be passed. They 
know the courts would uphold it. But for 
that knowledge ou their part they would 
not lift a finger. They would not seek to 
control a solitary Alderman’s vote. 

The Aldermen who think more of the 
corporations than they do of the people 
do not dare to let such an ordinance as 
this come to a vote, They are afraid to 
go on the record against it, especially when 
there will be an election within four 
months, So they prefer to smother the 
ordinance in committee—to shove it out of 
sight uytil after the election. 

The ordinance ought to be adopted. The 
people are entitled to lower fares and the 
Council has the power to give those fares. 
At the lower rate the companies will con- 
tinue to make heavy profits. If there are 
any Aldermen who really have doubts as 
to the legality of the proposed ordinance, 
the only way to settle those doubts is to 
pass the ordinance and let the matter go 
to the courts. 

The workingmen in every ward should 
call on their Aldermen between new and 
Monday and instruct them to vote for this 
measure, which means so much to them. 
Every member of the Council should be put 
on the record. He should be forced to take 

a stand either for or against the people. 


FAIR WORDS AT FIRST, 

The Chicago manager ofa paper company 
states that the story of a combination be- 
tween the leading paper mills of the coun- 
try, as printed in Tun Trisung, is sub- 
stantially correct,” except that “no ad- 
vance in the price of paper is contemplated.” 


He asserts, on the contrary, that prices 


are quite likely to be reduced.” 

This is “ interesting if true.” The con- 
sumers would be delighted if they knew that 
there was to be no advance in price, Will 
this manager assure them by making con- 
tracts for future supply on the basis of the 
present price? Will he give bonds that the 
trust will behave itself when once in opera- 
tion and will not ask for a little more 
money? 

The Chicago paper dealers are not re- 
assured by this assertion. They deride the 
statement that it is possible paper will be 
cheaper. When they are told that a part 
of the savings in cost of management which 
the trust looks forward to will be given to 
the consumers they ask when a trust ever 
did anything of that kind. 

Judging from past experience, all that 
can be expected from the paper trust is an 
advance in price. When one of these or- 
ganizations is about starting it talks in the 
most friendly and affectionate way to its 
customers. It promises them all manner of 
good things. 

But when once fairly at work, and when 
it feels that the consumers are in its power, 
the trust always throws off the mask and 
says peremptorily “ more money.” That is 
what the paper trust will be doing soon. 
Then what will all these unguaranteed 
promises of mill managers be worth?

Payment of the Reserve. 


“The statement by Mr. Braden that the 
payment of the reserve on the ten sections 
finished was forced through the board with 
a rush and no inspection was ever sufficient- 
ly made is absolutely false. These sections 
‘in question, some of them have been finished 
for nearly a year, and nearly all of them 
were finished the ist of last May. The con- 
tractors were required to wait for their pay 
until after the State Poard of Equalization 
had made its report on the property valua- 
tion lying within the boundaries of the dis- 
trict, which report was made some time in 
October, when we could ascertain definitely 
how much we could check against the tax 
levy of 1896 within the statutory limits. 
After we ascertained that fact we made 
preparations to pay them. The sections had 
been officially inspected by the chief en- 
gineer in accordance with the terms of the 
contract. 

„When the chief engineer issued his final 
certificate it was done after he had inspected 
the sections carefully and accurately and 
the computation had been gone over by 
different assistant and subassistant en- 
gineers, and when he found everything cor- 
rect and accurate, and when the board was 
ready to pay these contractors, it was done, 
although Mr. Braden was very anxious to 
pay them fully six months before final pay- 
ment was made. 


Replies to Mr. Wenter. 


„The statement made by Mr. Wenter that 
this administration has lost ten months 
time this year on the Lockport-Joliet sec- 
tions of the canal is not true. As stated be- 
fore, it was not considered wise to adopt a 
route through Joliet until we had the means 
to acquire the land, and it would certainly 
have been unwise to enter into any more con- 

tracts until after January, 1897, when we 
can anticipate the tax of 1897 by checking 
against the same. 

“If it were true, as Mr. Wenter seems to 
think, that eight months of time has been 
lost, then he has certainly been derelict in 
his duties as a trustee, occupying, as he 
does, the Chairmanship of a most important 
committee—that of finance—the joint Com- 

nittee on Engineering and Finance having 
most of the matters of importance referred 
to it for consideration and deliberation; in 
fact, all of the work relating to engineering 
and finance is done by that committee. 

“iPhe President's powers of this board are 
practically limited to recommendations; he 
has not even a vote in the committee, al- 
though he is a member of it ex officio. 

J urged in my message of Dec. 11, 1895, 
the work to be undertaken be pushed for- 
ward to the utmost‘ financial ability of the 
district, and in my message of Oct. 1, 1896, I 
again urged the work remaining be carried 
on vigorously.

“I do not, at this time, suggest nor even 
hint that youd abandon the use of anti-toxin; 
but I most earnestly ask that you immediate- 
ly give Bracelin’s chlorine treatment a full, 
fair, and impartial trial. 7 


Opposition on Ethical Grounds. 


Permit me to say that I wholly acquit 
you of any manifestation of personal oppo- 
sition to the use of the rerhedy or to any

COMMISSION REPORT. 


Holds the Last Quarterly Meeting for 
the Current Year. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., Dec. 1.—[Special.}—The 
State Live Stock Commission today held its 
last quarterly meeting fer 1896. Dr. M. R. Trum- 
bower, the State Veterinarian, reported a general- 
ly healthy condition of stock. Cattle were suffer- 
ing less fr@n sickness at thie time than at any 
time during the last year. Hog cholera, however, 
is prevalent in the northern part of the State, 

The following cattle inspection was reported to 
the board for the last week: Inspected, 191: 
passed in the yards, 152; held for post-mortem ex- 
amination, 39; passed on post-mortem examine- 
tion, 20: condemned as unfit for food and ordered 
cane, ie. No diseases were reported during the 
week. 

The following inspection was reported for the 
Inspected, 688; passed in the ver 
446: held for post-mortem examination, 
passed on post-mortem examination, 
demned as unfit for food and ordered tanked, 503. 
During the month five cases of tuberculosis, one 
of cancer, and one of gangrene were discov ered. 

The inspection for the year was as follows: In- 
spected, 612; quarantined, 2.445; passed the yards 
6.728: passed on post-mortem, 802: — 
and ordered tanked, 1,648; tuberculosis found, 78: 
cancer, 21; emaciated, 13; other diseases, 


A large number of managers attended the meet- 
ing of the Underwriters’ Association yesterday 
afternoon and participated in the discussion re- 
garding acetylene gas and its insurance hazard. 
As a result of this conference between the man- 
agers and local agents the recommendation of the 
Executive committee was referred back for fur- 
ther consideration. It was practically agreed the 
City Railway company should be allowed to use 
the gas as an illuminant in its new cars under 
certain restrictions, but the general use of the gas 
will not be allowed until a new report from the 
committee is submitted at the next meeting of the 
association, which will be held in January. 

The main objection raised to the general use of 
the gas is in the uncertainty as to the best gene- 
rator. Fifty patents have been taken out on gene- 
rators for acetylene, and the association decided 
it would t be. wise to fix regulations for any 
particular kind when all are imperfect and a better 
one will soon be inverited. This is one of the con- 
siderations which led to the postponement of any 
definite action, 

The subject of rates on sprinkled risks was re- 
ferred to a special committee. 

Rates on farm property in Cook County were 
altered 80 as to correspond toéthe Union rates. 
While this class of business comes under the juris- 
diction of the association, it is written from the 
managers offices.
